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Fred Cornyn’s Widow Plans 
No Cutback At Ballinderry

Six years ago Fred Comyn and his wife, Cherry, bought a rather drab cow farm in Ches¬ 
apeake City. They had big plans, lots of energy and limited finances. 

Gradually, the Comyns transformed Ballinderry Farm into a fully-equipped, first-class horse 
operation. By the end of 1969, the Comyns could point with pride to a half-mile training track, 
an indoor jogging track, 58 horse stalls and miles upon miles of board fences. 

Additionally, the farm had its own resident veterinarian — Mrs. Comyn. Known profession¬ 
ally as Dr. Cherry A. Hooper, Mrs. Comyn treated all the horses on the farm as well as main¬ 
taining a small animal hospital in one of the barns. 

Completing the family group were the Comyns’ two children—11-year-old Gillian and 9- 
year-old Patrick. When not in school, they straggled along behind either their father or mother 













as the Comyns tackled their long list of 
chores. 

One day early last month 43-year-old Fred 
Comyn awoke in the morning feeling ill. He 
died within hours, the victim of a heart at¬ 
tack. 

What happens now to 180-acre Ballinderry 
Farm? 

"No major changes,” replies Mrs. Comyn. 
"Thanks to such wonderful friends as George 
Byrne and Marshall Glass, we’ve been able to 
get things on a reasonably even keel. I expect 
to keep on with the farm just the way Fred 
planned it. Our new stallion, Rock Talk, has 
a full book of mares, and his owner, Michael 
Erlanger, has assured me of his support. 

"We’ve got a good trainer in Sonny Keen, 
and two fine exercise girls in Lorna Crilly and 
Charlotte Passapae. 

"We have really top help on the farm (two 
barn-bosses plus a floating crew of three men 
and miscellaneous per diem workers) and 
everybody knows what his job is. The payroll 
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is, of course, my regular crisis. But we’ll make 

it. ” 

Fred Comyn was an Irishman who, some¬ 
what amazingly, had no Irish accent. He set¬ 
tled in this country in 1956 to train jumpers 
for Llangollen Farm’s mistress, Mrs. Cloyce 
(Liz) Tippett. 

Cherry Hooper was a Canadian with a some¬ 
what English accent. After graduating from the 
University of Toronto, she interned at Cor¬ 
nell. She was resident veterinarian at Llangol¬ 
len Farm when Fred was hired by Mrs. Tip¬ 
pett. 

Both Fred and Cherry were transferred from 
the Virginia farm to Llangollen’s California 
division by Mrs. Tippett, and it was in Cali¬ 
fornia that their romance resolved itself in 
marriage. 

Fred, a successful amateur rider as a young 
man in Ireland, came from a horse-oriented 
family. His youngest sister is married to Dan 
Moore, the famed Irish trainer. 

Fred’s father wanted him to be a lawyer. 
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Michael Erlanger's Rock Talk, Maryland-bred 
winner of $132,000, romps in his paddock at 
Ballinderry Farm. The 6-year-old stallion has 
full book for his first season at stud. 


But Fred wanted a horse career. A compromise 
was effected: Fred attended Trinity College in 
Dublin, graduating with a degree in agricul¬ 
ture. 

"I first met Fred,” recalls his widow, "when 
he was bringing horses to this country for the 
Curragh Bloodstock Agency. I was working 
then for the Spire Animal Hospital in New 
York City. They had ten veterinarians on their 
staff. A huge animal hospital. They could ken¬ 
nel 300 dogs. Most of the veterinarians were 
young people fresh out of school. 

"While working there, I got into the race 
horse business. I bought two jumpers. They 
didn’t do well at all. One of them once fin¬ 
ished fourth. That was the best they ever did. 
I was wintering them on Pete Bostwick’s place 
on Long Island in 1954 when Fred brought 
in some horses from Ireland. That was the 
first time we met.” 

After five years with the Spire Animal Hos¬ 
pital, Dr. Hooper was ready for a change 
when Mrs. Tippett offered her a farm posi¬ 
tion at Llangollen. 

"It was some job,” recalls Cherry. "She had 
300 horses, 60 dogs and Lord knows how 
many head of cattle.” 

Fred, meanwhile, was still an Irishman 
making quick forays into the United States as 
the agent in charge of horses purchased in 
England and Ireland by Americans. 

His last horse to ship was * Hafiz, consigned 
to Maryland’s Larry MacPhail. Mrs. Tippett 
met Fred at the Laurel race track, was im¬ 
pressed by him and offered him a training 
job on her Llangollen Farm. 

After their marriage, Fred and Cherry 
moved to Rhode Island where Fred became 
manager of the B. A. Dario farm. In 1962, the 
Comyns moved to Delaware, Fred working as 
stallion manager for Gene Weymouth’s farm. 

Then came the Maryland Fund program 
and a realization that horse breeding could be

considerably more profitable in Maryland than 
in Delaware. 

"Fred got the idea for a stallion station in 
Maryland just below the Delaware border,” 
recalls Cherry. "Mary Odom picked up the 
idea, and that was how the Maryland Stallion 
Station (now E. P. Taylor’s Windfields Farm, 
Stallion Division) came to be founded.” Fred 
was the Stallion Station’s first manager. 

Mrs. Comyn, meanwhile, was doing veteri¬ 
nary work in the area. Experienced in both 
small and large animals, she found that she 
had more work than could be handled in the 
hours of a day. 

Because Fred felt that he was ready to take 
on his own farm and because Cherry wanted 
her own small animal hospital to work in, the 
Comyns decided to set up shop for themselves 
in 1964. 

As the farm expanded, Fred’s duties became 
more and more demanding. 

He trained horses at the track (Heat Rash 
was his best 1969 performer), ran the farm, 
dug post holes, planted posts and supervised 
the construction of the farm’s training track. 

While her husband did his work, Cherry 
swabbed mares, diagnosed horse ailments and 
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Gillian and Patrick hold their 4-month-old pets, the cross-bred terriers Wuffles and Teddy Bear. 


broke the monotony with spaying operations 
on cats and dogs. 

They were a busy, busy couple. 

"In December,” says Cherry, "we went to 
Ireland for the first vacation we had had in 
nine years. Looking back on it, I feel like it 
was almost fate that made us take that trip. 
We were in Ireland a month. We had a won¬ 
derful time. The children went hunting with 
me. It was great! A ditch, a bank and a ditch! 
Oh, we had some good sport!” 

Fred returned home full of plans, as usual. 

He had only recently constructed two wings 
to his house. His new barn was going full tilt 
with every stall filled and horses galloping 
daily on the indoor ring. 

Rock Talk (winner of $132,000) was 
ready to enter his first season at stud with a 
rapidly filling book of mares. In addition to 
his 50-odd boarders, Fred owned four brood- 
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mares, one yearling, one 2-year-old, and one 
3-year-old himself and five other horses in 
partnerships. 

Fred’s only possible complaint was that his 
schedule was too busy. 

"I’ll have to sell a few horses,” says Cherry. 
"And some of the partnerships will have to 
be consolidated. But essentially there’ll be no 
changes here at Ballinderry. Lorna (Crilly) 
has come to live with me. She’s a wonderful 
girl. She was galloping horses for Mrs. (Rich¬ 
ard C.) duPont but came quickly when I 
needed her.” 

George Byrne stepped in to help with the 
training routine, and Marshall Glass came over 
from his farm to handle the breeding. 

The only project untouched is the fence 
Fred was building next to the new barn. Posts 
sit tilting in the holes just as Fred left them. • 
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with

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Cohens Succeedim 
In Quest For 
Better Horse

Ben Cohen, co-owner of Pimlico, 
operates a large breeding estab¬ 
lishment without owning a farm. 


Uear to All grabbed off the first winning 
stakes of the year for the stable of Mrs. Ben 
Cohen on March 2 and added further lustre 
to the breeding enterprise that has become one 
of Maryland’s finest. 

It was a front-running effort at Bowie in 
the Conniver Handicap, $24,050 gross, for 
fillies and mares, Maryland-bred division. Last 
year, the daughter of All Hands had been 
second in a division of the Jasmine Stakes. 

Ben liked the filly’s chances at Bowie, and 
may have had a bet on her. But in her vic- 
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tory, there was another, more successful story, 
a 19-year venture in racing on a profitable 
basis. 

Dear to All, possibly the best of Cohen’s 
horses training now on two fronts, is out of 
Ro Dear, one of 27 broodmares the Cohens 
board at various farms in Maryland and Florida. 

They own shares in eleven stallions, such 
as Majestic Prince, Native Charger, *Turn-to, 
Swaps, *Petare, * Royal Serenade, Bold Mon¬ 
arch, *Tibaldo and of course, Hail to All, the 
colt who, for a while in 1965, put them at the 
top of the racing world. 

Since 1951, when they first entered the 
game, Eddie Yowell has been their trainer. But 
in recent years, with Yowell racing basically 
in New Jersey and Florida and with the surge 
of Maryland-bred racing, the Cohens found 
the need for an additional trainer, one who 
would race horses in Maryland, including Pim¬ 
lico, which Ben owns with brother Herman. 

Ben chose Dickie Dutrow to handle a divi¬ 
sion made up mostly of State-foals. 


When the time came to divide the two- 
year-olds, all had Maryland-bred eligibility, so 
the choices went to Eddie. He picked on looks, 
and probably sentiment, since two of the four 
were daughters of Hail to All. 

"We’re hoping,” said Ben during a recent 
discussion of his racing ventures. "They both 
look promising. One is Hail Bolero, who is 
out of Swing Bolero (sister to their stakes 
winner, Pen Bolero) and the other is High 
Hail, who is out of High Folly (another useful 
Cohen colorbearer). 

The Cohen horses represent a big breeding 
establishment, one of the few such extensive 
outfits which operate without the owners’ 
farm for a home base. 

But it’s just the way Ben likes it. 

"Fm interested in breeding for a better 
horse,” he said, "and not in living on a farm. 
You can do just as well boarding the mares 
out. And besides, this way I’m spreading my 
risk against hazards such as fires. 

"The only way to get a good horse these

days is to breed for it. You can never tell how 
a yearling is going to turn out. Aside from 
the family, watching your home-bred win is 
probably the greatest thrill you can have.” 

Headquarters is a small office building on 
Mt. Royal Ave., Baltimore, where Ben and 
Herman direct a construction business and 
Pimlico. 

Herman’s side of the family is represented 
by the stable of Nathan, whose gelding, Mister 
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Diz, has been prominent during the last two 
years among Maryland-breds. 

About the construction business, "We build 
apartments and rent them. That’s about all 
these days. During the war, we built things 
like barracks and dormitories.” 

Operating a stable and a track has at times 
brought criticism to the Cohens. 

Ben’s comment: "Any man who is a success 
is going to get criticized. Every track owner 
is subject to abuse, whether he races horses or 
not.” 

Of course, one particular race at Pimlico 
last year is proof that track ownership does 
not produce any special privileges. 

In the Nellie Morse Handicap, his filly, 
Good Game, finished first but was placed 
fourth for interference. "Bad luck, that’s all,” 
he said. "We just got our number taken 
down.” 

In recent years, suggestions and rumors 
have been rampant about the sale or possible 
merger of Pimlico with one or both of the 
State’s two other major tracks, Bowie and 
Laurel. 

"No,” says Ben. 

"We’ve never had more than just a casual 
inquiry about someone buying the track. 

"As for merging, I’m not interested. You 
hear stories about Bowie being closed and 
maybe Laurel or Pimlico merging. Maybe the 
Bowie people would like such a set-up, but I 
wouldn’t and I don’t think John Schapiro 
(President of Laurel) would either. 

"In a merger, you lose your identity with 
the track. If you have that identity, then you 
might as well sell out. No, I’m not looking for 
a merger and I don’t think I’ll be retiring. I 
guess I’d like to be in racing and own Pimlico 
until they nail down the lid.” 

The Cohens used to own television station 
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WAAM (now WJZ-TV) but sold it to West- 
inghouse. 

"It was a moneymaker,” says Ben, "but it 
took too much time. You get a certain satis¬ 
faction out of running a successful business, 
though. It’s kind of like the thrill in owning 
successful racehorses.” 

As for track ownership, Ben says, "You can 
make more money in municipal bonds. 

"These days, it takes people with lots of 
money to operate a track. They have to love 
the game. 

"Sure, Pimlico showed a profit last year, but 
the same money invested in another business 
might have tripled that profit. I like owning 
Pimlico, though. It was a thrill to be able to 
buy it, after going there since I was a young¬ 
ster and on through the years. 

"But I have been disappointed in recent 
years in not being able to get more coopera¬ 
tion from the General Assembly in the way 
of additional takeout. 

"We’d like to be able to improve Pimlico

even more than we have. The legislators just 
don’t understand what is needed to operate a 
track. I hope that someday, maybe this 
year. . . 

The first horse Ben remembers was an ex¬ 
racehorse which was used to pull his father’s 
carriage. 

"His name was Bill, at least that’s what we 
called him. I remember I used Bill and the 
carriage to court the future Mrs. Cohen. 

"I remember my first visit to the racetrack, 
in 1916. I went to Havre de Grace. I took Mrs. 
Cohen there at times, too, before we were 
married.” 

The Cohen colors first appeared in 1951 
after a dispersal of the Riddle estate. 

"It was in January,” he recalled. "I had al¬ 
ways been interested in Man o’ War, so we 
picked out a grandson of his named War Age. 
Paid $12,500 for him. We gave something like 
$3,500 for a filly named Aunt Jane. Both were 
unraced two-year-olds. 

"Well, War Age earned just under $100,000 
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for us and won a stakes race, the Maryland 
Sprint Handicap. Aunt Jane won, but she 
wasn’t much.” 

The stable stayed on a high level, with such 
stakes winners as Pen Bolero (Governor’s Gold 
Cup), Some Song (Prioress), and Page One 
(Home-bred Handicap at Atlantic City). 

Then came 1965 and the three-year-old sea¬ 
son of Hail to All, a colt out of Ellen’s Best, 
the sister of War Age. In that magnificent 
period from May 30 to June 5, Hail to All 
won the Jersey Derby and Belmont Stakes. 

"That day when he won the Belmont, the 
people near the paddock were calling for us 
to get that southern horse home.’ We decided 
they must be thinking that his name was a 
take-off on 'Hail You’all’ or something like 
that. 

"At Churchill Downs that year, I had been 
quoted as saying I wasn’t sure about the Derby 
or Preakness, but that I thought we had a 
pretty good chance to win the Belmont be¬ 
cause he was best suited for that distance, a 
mile and a half. 

"When that race was over, I didn’t walk or 
run to the winners’ circle. I just flew. Outside 


of my family, I guess winning the Belmont 
was my greatest kick. Everytime I think about 
it even now, I still get filled up. Here we were, 
winning this big race with a horse we’d bred 
and watched develop. 

"Of course, it’s a thrill to win any one of 
the stakes. I got a big kick out of watching 
Dear to All winning the Conniver.’’ 

The Cohens now only race home-breds. 
When they invest, it is in broodmares and 
stallion shares. 

"We’ve never claimed a horse,” he said. 
"We’ve had them claimed from iis, though.” 
Not that he objects to claiming one. He’s just 
interested in acquiring a better horse. 

"Some people,” he said, "get into the game 
by buying a claiming-level horse. It’s a cheap 
way to get in, but it’s an expensive way to 
get out.” •

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Maryland Colt Runs 
Sensational Race In Florida

Cassie Red, an $8,000 claim in January, is 
one of the surprise developments of current 
season. The Maryland-bred 3-year-old won 
$25,000 Hutcheson Stakes early this month. 


A Maryland-bred colt who was claimed 
for $8,000 in January jumped into the scramble 
for national 3-year-old honors early this month 
when he won the $25,000 Hutcheson Stakes 
at Gulfstream Park. 

Scoring by five lengths in the seven-furlong 
race, Cassie Red defeated Ring For Nurse, 
Native Royalty, Hububub and Insubordination 
without ever being asked for top speed. His 
time of 1:22 3/5 equaled A1 Hattab’s record 
for the Hutcheson Stakes. 

Cassie Red is a nominee for the Kentucky 
Derby but was not made eligible for the 
Preakness. He can, however, be supplemented 
to the Pimlico race for a fee of $10,000 by 
May 15. 

Owned by Charles Windle and trained by 
Robert S. DuBois, Cassie Red is a son of 
Outgiving and the Inside Tract mare Cassie 
Blue. He was foaled at the Kennersley Stud in 
Church Hill, Md., on May 3, 1967. 

Dave Seaman, co-owner of Kennersley Stud, 
recalls that Cassie Red’s sire, Outgiving, had 
only *'five or six mares” in his book the year

Cassie Blue was bred to him. Outgiving, winner 
of $92,480, is by Better Self out of the 
Requested mare Tiny Request. 

Cassie Red was bred by the Kings Point 
Stable which is owned by Benjamin Kalkstein. 
Murray Pergament and William Keisler. All 
three men operate businesses in New York. 
Kalkstein owns a diaper service, Pergament 
a paint concern and Keisler a furniture business. 

Says Seaman: "We (Kennersley Stud) owned 
Cassie Blue and bred her to Outgiving in 1966. 
We consigned her to the Maryland Fall Sale. 
She was bought by the Chesapeake Bloodstock 
Agency as agent for $1,200. But her new 
owner, Mrs. (T. A.) Randolph discovered 
that she was a cribber and asked us to take 
her back. So we turned around then and sold 
her to the partnership of Kalkstein, Pergament 
and Keisler. 

’’They had never owned a broodmare before 
this purchase. But Mr. Kalkstein was a part 
owner of the stallion Niksar who stands here 
at Kennersley. 

"The three partners kept the foal out of 
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Robin's Bug overwhelmed his Maryland-bred 
opponents at Bowie in Prince George's Stakes 
but then disappointed when odds-on choice 
in Pimlico's Challedon won by Parasol Pete. 


Cassie Blue and named him Cassie Red. They 
sent him to Sidney Jacobs when he was a 
2-year-old. 

"He made only two starts at 2 (both in 
October at Belmont) and was far back both 
times. At Hialeah in January they dropped him 
down to $8,000 and he won by seven lengths. 
That was the day Mr. Windle claimed him.” 

Since being claimed, Cassie Red has im¬ 
proved with each start. Competing only in 
allowance races and stakes events, the chestnut 
colt has been no worse than fourth in five 
starts for his new owner. 

Cassie Blue, meanwhile, is still owned by 
the Kings Point Stable. She has a 2-year-old filly 
by Niksar named Tax Loss, a yearling colt by 
Niksar and is in foal to Niksar. 

Marshall Jenney, owner of the Chesapeake 
Bloodstock Agency, clearly recalls purchasing 
Cassie Blue from the Maryland Fall Sales of 
1966. 

Says Jenney: "Mrs. Randolph was looking 
for a cheap mare and asked me to buy one 
for her. I liked Cassie Blue and thought I had 
bought her right at $1,200. But when Mrs. 
Randolph got her to her farm in Virginia 
she discovered the mare was a cribber. She 
called me and asked me to get the deal voided. 
I contacted John Finney (president of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company), and he told me to 
get a vet’s certificate saying she was a cribber. 
They took the mare back and that was that. 

"Man, wait until I get hold of Mrs. 
Randolph! I’m going to bawl her out about 
letting this horse get away from her.” 

With the two kingpins of the Maryland- 
bred 3-year-old division on the sidelines, Para¬ 
sol Pe‘e and Robin’s Bug captured Maryland 
Fund stakes races this month—but neither was 
able to establish himself as a solid Triple 
Crown contender. 

While Parasol Pete was winning Pimlico’s 



$25,000 Challedon Stakes and Robin’s Bug 
was capturing Bowie’s $25,000 Prince George’s 
Stakes, the two big horses of the 1969 season— 
Rollicking and Due By Right—were both out 
of action. 

Parasol Pete, owned and bred by Michael J. 
Ford, took Pimlico’s mile and a sixteenth Chal¬ 
ledon by a nose. He was up in the final stride 
to nip Spartan Stable’s Delfys Due with Rob¬ 
in’s Bug, the odds-on favorite, a disappointing 
fourth. 

Although a close contender behind the likes 
of Rollicking and Due By Right in previous 
Maryland-bred stakes, Parasol Pete had never 
won a stakes event prior to the Challedon. The 
victory also marked the first stakes score for 
Michael J. Ford as a breeder in Maryland and 
it was additionally the first stakes winner to 
be sired by Umbrella Fella. 

Ford, owner of the Derby-Preakness winner 
Kauai King, has extensive broodmare and stal¬ 
lion holdings in Maryland. Parasol Pete is from 
the first crop of Mr. Ford’s Maryland-breds. 

Parasol Pete’s sire, Umbrella Fella, stood in 
Kentucky the year in which the Challedon 
winner was conceived. He was moved to Mary¬ 
land in 1967. The 8-year-old stallion (himself 
a winner of $239,926) stands at Dr. Raymond 
Murphy’s Bowling Brook Farm for a fee of 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Parasol Pete’s dam is the deceased Nashua 
mare Follow Me who was purchased by Mr. 
Ford from Mereworth Farm for $26,000. A 
good allowance winner on the track, Follow 
Me was bred in 1969 to Kauai King. She was 
carrying a foal as a result of that mating 
when she unexpectedly died. 

Victory in the Challedon was worth $17,647, 
increasing Parasol Pete’s lifetime earnings to 
$38,487.

Earlier in the month Robin’s Bug over¬ 
whelmed his Maryland-bred opponents in the 
Prince George’s at Bowie, scoring by eight 
lengths over Parasol Pete. 

Robin’s Bug shouldered top weight of 116 
pounds and led the entire distance. His margin 
was widening in the final furlong. 

Foaled at the Glade Valley Farms in 
Frederick, Robin’s Bug is owned by Walter M. 
Hickey and Dr. Richard K. Kuhn. Mr. Hickey 
is an automobile distributor from Southgate, 
Michigan. Dr. Kuhn is a Detroit physician who 
operates his own clinic. 

The Prince George’s was Robin’s Bug first 
appearance on a track in Maryland. His earlier 
racing had been done in Louisiana and 
Michigan. It was at Hazel Park last June that 
he gained his only previous stakes victory— 
the $10,000 Freshman Derby Trial. 

Bred by Jockey LeRoy Moyers, Robin’s Bug 
is a son of Martins Rullah and the Cassis mare 
Candy House. Moyers sold the colt privately 
to his present owners as a yearling. 

Dr. Robert A. Leonard, manager and part 
owner of Glade Valley Farms, recalls that 


Candy House was owned by owner-trainer 
George Handy when bred to Martins Rullah 
in 1966. 

“Moyers is a good friend of Handy’s as well 
as his rider,” said Dr. Leonard. “About a week 
before Candy House foaled (Robin’s Bug in 
1967), George sold her to Moyers. 

“Moyers took the colt (Robin’s Bug) to 
Louisiana as a yearling and sold him. 

"Candy House has a 2-year-old by Martins 
Rullah and is being bred back to him this 
year.” • 


Rollicking Gets Rest 

Rollicking, co-champion Maryland-bred 2- 
year-old of 1969, has been returned to Glade 
Valley Farms for a rest and is not expected to 
get back into competition until June. 

Owned by Dr. Robert A. Leonard and Stanley 
Bender (who race under the stable name of 
J.I.B. Farms), Rollicking has earned $97,504 
during his season and a half on the tracks. 

Dr. Leonard, manager and part-owner of 
Glade Valley Farms, reports that the colt was 
“showing a little heat” in a knee and was 
stopped for that reason. 

“I don’t feel that it’s anything serious,” said 
the veterinarian, “but I didn’t want him to be 
in training unless he was 100 per cent right.” 

Bred by Mrs. Leonard, Rollicking is by Ram¬ 
bunctious out of the Martins Rullah mare 
Martinetta. 

His most recent race was the $20,000 Francis 
Scott Key at Bowie on January 31. 

Installed 9-10 favorite in the six-furlong 
race, Rollicking finished second to Imokalee. 
Earlier this year he won the E. Palmer Heagerty 
Stakes at Bowie and an allowance race at the 
same track. In 1969, Rollicking won the Tyro 
and Christiana Stakes and finished second to 
Due By Right in the Maryland Futurity and 
Senatorial Stakes. He was also second to Ring 
For Nurse in the Sapling Stakes. 

Due By Right, owned by Mrs. Howard Y. 
Haffner, is currently in training after a rest 
of several months. He is expected to resume 
his racing career during the current Pimlico 
meeting. 

Due By Right was named co-champion 1969 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old with Rollicking by 
Lawrence J.. Abbundi, racing secretary at Mary¬ 
land’s three major tracks. 
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Cherrybird Wins Stakes 

Many times stakes-placed but never a 
stakes-winner, Cherrybird got the job done 
in convincing fashion in Pimlico’s $25,000 
Nellie Morse Handicap early this month at 
Pimlico. 

Meeting eleven fillies and mares in the six- 
furlong test, the 4-year-old Maryland-bred 
daughter of Sunrise Flight and Cherry Flip 
drew away to a two-length score at odds of 
13-1. The victory was worth $18,427 to owner- 
breeder James A. Bayard and boosted Cherry- 
bird’s lifetime earnings to $82,254. 

Cherrybird is trained by Buddy Delp and 
was ridden by the stable’s regular jockey, 
George Cusimano. 

Foaled at Bowling Brook Farm, Cherrybird 
commenced her racing career as a 2-year-old at 
Delaware Park where she was a winner first 
time out. She earned $18,725 at 2, $28,337 at 
3 and this year, at 4, has brought home $35,192.

And husband of Audrey, the lawyer 



Audrey Melbourne is the lawyer who suc¬ 
cessfully guided Kathy Kusner to the first 
jockey’s license ever granted a woman in this 
country. Her husband, P. G. (Pete) Mel¬ 
bourne, 3d, still lives under the shadow of that 
triumph. 

‘'Audrey did great work,” says the Laurel 
real estate dealer and horsebreeder. “But you’re 
no friend of mine if 
you write that I’m best 
known for being Au¬ 
drey’s husband.” 

Pete Melbourne is 
a wonderfully friendly 
person with an out¬ 
going personality. He 
served two terms as 
mayor of Laurel, runs 
a construction firm in 
addition to his real 
estate company and still 
finds time to supervise 
personally the matings 
of his two stallion 
Festive Dancer and 
Nashwood. 

Asked how many 
broodmares they own, 

Mrs. Melbourne was first 
to reply: “I have four. 

I don’t know how many 
Pete has.” 

Mr. Melbourne twist¬ 
ed his face, smiling in 
a pained manner. "We have eight or ten,” he 
replied. "If Audrey would stop raising her hand 
at auction sales we’d have a few less.” 

Pete is a successful businessman turned horse- 
breeder. Audrey Melbourne was a horsewoman 
first (at the tender age of 12 she suffered a 
hip dislocation in a spill) and later a lawyer. 


Says Mr. Melbourne: “I was born and raised in 
Laurel. My family were all government employ¬ 
ees. I got into racing first as an owner. Had a 
mare named Friendly Ellen that Babby Hilton 
trained for me. She won 20 races for us. Bobby 
thought so much of the mare he named his only 
child after her. Ellen is nine years old now.” 

It wasn’t until 1963 
that Pete Melbourne had 
any thought of breeding 
Thoroughbreds. "I had 
this nice mate (Sharp 
Needle) that I wanted 
to breed. I decided to go 
first class. So I sent her 
to Kentucky in Decem¬ 
ber, got her back in 
June—without her ever 
being covered by a stal¬ 
lion. They told me she 
never came in season. 
When she got off the 
van after coming back 
from Kentucky she was 
in heat.” 

This misadventure 
convinced businessman 
Melbourne that if you 
want something done 
properly, you have to do 
it yourself. 

So he bought his own 
stallion — a Bull Lea 
horse named Emotionally. 

"I stood him one season, bred five mares to 
him and then he died.” 

Despite the setback, Melbourne went look¬ 
ing for another stallion. 

"By that time, we were living on this farm 
(the Melbournes moved to it from the city

of Laurel in November, 1963), and I was 
eager to get a breeding program started. 

"I was lucky enough to land Time Step, a 
son of Native Dancer. He was popular right 
from the start. Filled his book without trouble. 
Then in November or December of 1968 he 
died from a twisted intestine.” 

Time Step’s popularity with Marylanders 
was such that Melbourne 
was convinced he could 
fill any horse’s book— 
providing he was a son 
of Native Dancer. 

"But by that time,” 
says Pete, "sons of Na¬ 
tive Dancer were priced 
way out of sight. I 
didn’t have the slightest 
idea where I could get 
one at a figure I could 
pay. So one night 1 was 
sitting at home when 
the telephone rang. This 
lady introduced herself 
as Mrs. Elizabeth 
Thomas and said she 
just read in The Mary- 
land Horse where 
Time Step had died. 

'I’ve got a beautiful colt 
by Native Dancer,’ she 
told me. 'If you’re inter¬ 
ested in standing him, I 
think we can make a 
deal.’ ” 

The deal was made and Festive Dancer (a 
gray 6-year-old out of the # Khaled mare 
Pumpkin Eater) now stands at Melbourne 
Farm for a fee of $500. Also in the stud barn 
is Nashwood, a 7-year-old son of Nashua and 
the *Alibhai mare Querida. Nashwood stands 


free to mares approved by Mr. Melbourne. 

The Melbourne Farm finds itself tightly 
pinched by a housing development. But this 
gives Pete no cause for complaint. It was he 
who developed the project. 

"Originally,” says Melbourne, "I had 140 
acres. Now it’s all houses except for the 20 
acres I’ve saved for the farm. Regarding our 
20 acres, I should add 
that we have another 
60 for pasture over 
there on the other side 
of the power lines.” 

The concentration of 
his entire breeding oper¬ 
ation in a 20-acre area 
is, says, Melbourne, 
highly satisfactory. "If 
we had horses spread 
out all over the place, 
we wouldn’t have 
enough time in the day 
to catch them, tease 
them and breed them. 
This way, they’re all 
close at hand, and I can 
put my finger on any 
one of them whenever 
I want to.” 

To get to the Mel¬ 
bourne Farm, customers 
must drive through Mr. 
Melbourne’s Hillsbor¬ 
ough Estates. Thirty 
large and attractive houses have been con¬ 
structed on this land which Melbourne pur¬ 
chased for speculative purposes. 

Homeowners in Hillsborough Estates include 
Trainer Buddy Delp, Jockey William J. Pass- 
more, and Owners Carlyle Cook, Robert Cook, 
Dr. Robert Wingfield, and Dr. Glenn James. 
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Commenting on the Hillsborough Estates 
development, Melbourne said: "I was in the 
position of squeezing myself. I think I’ve 
squeezed as tight as I want. Of course there’s 
a lot of open ground on the other side of this 
farm. Thousands of acres. It belongs to the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission 
and will never be developed. That permanently 
undeveloped land is what made me fall in love 
with this place. The Iron Bridge Hunt uses it, 
and both Audrey and I like to hunt.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Melbourne maintain separate 
offices in Laurel which are two blocks apart. 
“Audrey used to be in my office,” says the 
owner of the P. G. Melbourne Real Estate 
Company, “but then about two years ago she 
got too big and too busy.” 

Mrs. Melbourne’s firm is called Melbourne 
and Goldman. 

“Is Goldman a man or a woman?” Mrs. 
Melbourne was asked. “A man,” replied Audrey 
sharply. “I wouldn’t work with a woman.” 

The Melbournes have four children: Thomas, 
18; Carter, 10; Andrea, 6, and Jane, 5. Jane 
is named for Jane Curley, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Leiter Aitcheson and sister of Joe 
Aitcheson, the great Maryland steeplechase 
jockey. 

While the Melbournes are at work, the chil¬ 
dren are cared for by Elsie Nicholson, who, 
says Mr. Melbourne, “raised me when I was 
a baby.” 

It was at the nearby Aitcheson farm that 
Mrs. Melbourne first became involved in the 
Kathy Kusner case. 

“Kathy and I were sitting on a hill watch¬ 
ing Joe school a horse,” recalls the woman 
lawyer. "Kathy said: ‘You know that’s some¬

thing I always wanted to do — be a jockey.’ 

“We talked for a while about the unfair dis¬ 
crimination against women and gradually it 
dawned on me that this was a case I should 
take. 

“But we knew that to present the case prop¬ 
erly we would need a lot of money. Our first 
cash came when Kathy sold her automobile. 
After that we didn’t know where we’d go. 

“Thanks to the newspapers we got our big 
chance.” From that publicity, the Marjorie Cook 
Foundation in Baltimore heard about us. 

“Frankly, I had never heard of the Marjorie 
Cook Foundation. But I found out it was a 
charitable organization dedicated to women’s 
rights. They operate on money left by Marjorie 
Cook which is earmarked for the furtherance 
of equal legal status for women. 

“Without this Foundation, we would never 
have made it. They paid all the bills right 
down the line. This permitted me to get 
transcripts of testimony at the hearings before 
the Maryland Racing Commission that I never 
would have had without the Foundation. And 
these transcripts helped tremendously in win¬ 
ning the case.” 

The case was tried in the Circuit Court for 
Prince Georges County. Judge Ernest A. Love- 
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less, Jr., handed down his precedent-shattering 
decision in October, 1968. 

Among the yearlings owned today by the 
Melbournes is a chestnut son of Time Step 
named "Judge Loveless.” If there is any poetic 
justice in this world, Kathy Kusner will be the 
rider when Judge Loveless gets to the races. 

Mrs. Melbourne has, herself, ridden since 
she was a child. Her father, a retired Army 
man, raised Percherons and Hereford cattle at 
his Largo (Md.) farm not far from Upper 
Marlboro. 

It was Mrs. Melbournes brother, Herbert 
Earnshaw, Jr., who convinced her that she 
should become a lawyer. "He was a lawyer 
himself,” said Mrs. Melbourne, "and I wor¬ 
shipped him.” 

After graduating from George Washington 
University and the University of Maryland Law 
School, Mrs. Melbourne set herself up in a 
law office. 

Except for time out for babies, she’s been at 
it ever since. 

"Actually,” says her husband, "Audrey took 
off very little time for babies. We don’t let 
those sort of things stop us from working. 
Like the time our last child was born. I had 
a horse running at Pimlico named Tip Sheet. 

I knew he would win. I asked the doctor if I 
had time to go to Pimlico before the baby 
was born. He said maybe, if I hurried. So I 
went to Pimlico, won the race and got back to 
the hospital with two hours to spare.” 

It was a riding accident last March which 
caused Mrs. Melbourne to lose more time at 
the office than did any of her babies. 

"I was on a Thoroughbred mare named 
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Mrs. Melbourne's success in her 
legal fight to obtain a jockey's 
license for a woman came just 55 
years after women were first per¬ 
mitted to ride astride, instead 
of side-saddle, at the National 
Show in Madison Square Garden.

Monet,” recalls Mrs. Melbourne. "She was 
awful green. Wouldn’t put her foot in a mud 
puddle. Bill Passmore told me that we could 
educate her if we both worked on her. 

"So we went out one day, me on the green 
horse and Bill on one of my hunters. When 
we came to a nice shallow, wide stream, she 
balked and refused to put her feet in it. After 
trying her for awhile, I gave up. Bill said: 
'O.K. now I’ll tell you what we’ll do. You get 
yourself tied on real tight and I’ll get behind 
her with a tree branch.’ 

"Well, I tied myself on and Bill whacked her. 
She put in this big jump and twisted in mid¬ 
air. Somehow or other that twist broke my 
leg. I heard it snap while we were still in the 
air. I didn’t fall off—until the pain hit me 
when we got to the other side of the stream.” 

The fracture (in the left knee) was a severe 
one which required weeks of hospitalization in 
traction. The knee still pains Mrs. Melbourne 
after an hour or so in the saddle, but she’s not 
ready to give up riding. 

In fact, it’s safe to say that Mrs. Melbourne 
isn’t about to give up on anything—nor to 
duck any issues. 

As the interview ended and this reporter 
walked to the door, a smiling Audrey Mel¬ 
bourne said: "You know I’m going to take 
you to court, don’t you? That open race 
breeder rule administered by your office is un¬ 
fair to deceased persons. And the words sub¬ 
stantially unchanged in that rule are too 
vague. It places too much responsibility on 
the person or committee that has to decide 
whether a bonus should be paid.”

Al Hirt At Pimlico 

A1 Hirt will play three concerts in the in¬ 
field at Pimlico on Preakness Day, May 16. 

Track president Herman Cohen announced 
that Hirt, who resumed his concert tour in 
New York this month at Carnegie Hall, will 
play a jazz concert, a concert of his famous 
hits, and a classical concert. 

“This is Pimlico’s 100th anniversary and 
we wanted to do something special,” Cohen 
said. 

Cohen also announced that admission to 
Pimlico Preakness Day will remain at the 
customary $2 for the infield and grandstand 
and $4 for the clubhouse. 

"There is no place in the country where a 
man can pay $2 and see as much and have as 
much fun as he can at Pimlico on Preakness 
Day,” Cohen said. "We want Mom and Dad 
and the children to pack their picnic lunch, 
come out here and have a lot of fun.” 

To accommodate the growing infield crowds 
on Preakness Day, Pimlico has substantially 
increased its mutuel facilities, restrooms and 
concession stands in the infield. 

Pimlico always has offered entertainment on 
Preakness Day, but never has brought in a 
performer of Hirt’s talent and status. 

Maryland Horse Places 2d, 3d 

Two articles appearing in The Maryland 
Horse were close contenders in the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association’s 1969 
journalism contest. Both were written by 
Snowden Carter, the magazine’s editor. 
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In announcing results of the annual contest 
last month, the NSHA’s public relations co- 
chairman, Lewis C. Murdock, reported that 
The Maryland Horse finished second in 
the "Outstanding Feature Story or Colamn” 
division and third in the "Outstanding Magazine 
Feature” category. 

The article which gained runner-up honors 
for Mr. Carter was entitled "The Maryland 
Hunt Cup Is A Sportsman’s Race.” His third- 
place finisher was "Dick Francis Visits 
Maryland.” 

Winners of these divisions were Mrs. Anne 
Christmas and Mrs. Sophy Doub Burnham. 
Mrs. Christmas (who in 1968 won the NSHA 
award for an article which appeared in The 
Maryland Horse) gained top honors with 
her story "Who Needs Derby Day” which 
appeared in the Washington Evening Star. 
Mrs. Burnham’s article, entitled "The Hunt 
Cup: Just One Part of the Valley,” originally 
appeared in the magazine WASHINGTONIAN 
and was later reprinted in the Baltimore 
Sunday Sun. 

Mr. Carter, editor of The Maryland 
Horse since 1961, won the NSHA’s top award 
in 1967 for an article on Janon Fisher, Jr., 
and his timber champion Mountain Dew.

Northern Dancer, who stands at the Tay¬

(115) and the fillies Cool Mood (110) and 
Sno Where (107). 

In other news from the Eastern Shore breed¬ 
ing center, the first foal reported in the area ar¬ 
rived on January 7 at Mrs. Richard C. du- 
Pont’s Woodstock Farm. It is an attractive 
daughter by the late Intentionally out of Na¬ 
shua’s daughter, I Be Dandy. 

The first colt to put in an appearance was 
a son of Impressive—* Golden Aureole, who 
was foaled at Mrs. William H. Wright’s 
Labadie Mill Farm on January 13.

The retired 
attorney lived at his 400-acre Historyland Farm 
in Potomac Beach, Va. In addition to his 
widow, Mr. Wilson is survived by one son, 
one daughter and seven grandchildren.

Owners of rac¬ 
ing stables who do not breed Thoroughbreds 
but do name yearlings may secure a free copy 
by writing The Jockey Club Statistical Bureau, 
P. O. Box 1647, Lexington, Ky. 40501. 

Although the book will not be published 
until May, racing stable owners who would 
like to receive a copy are urged to submit 
their requests promptly so that enough copies 
will be printed.

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L opping Maryland’s stallion roster for the 
third consecutive year, Nearctic established a 
wide margin of supremacy in 1969 with his 
offspring earning purse money of $827,456, 
according to statistics printed by the Thor¬ 
oughbred Record in its annual stallion issue. 

Closest contender to the syndicate-owned 
Nearctic was the late Native Dancer whose sons 
and daughters accounted for $498,104. 

Nearctic stands at Mrs. Richard C. duPont’s 
Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake City. He was 
moved there in 1967 when Mrs. duPont and the 
horse’s original owner and breeder, E. P. Taylor, 
put together a syndicate which purchased 
Nearctic from Mr. Taylor for $1,050,000. Prior 
to that time, Nearctic had stood at Mr. Taylor’s 
Windfields Farm in Canada. 

In addition to leading Maryland’s general 
sire list in money earned, Nearctic also topped 
the Most Wins, Most Winners, Most Stakes 
Wins and Most Stakes Winners divisions. 

Nationally, Nearctic ranked eighth in 1969, 
behind Bold Ruler ($1,357,111), Prince 


John ($983,078), *Noholme II ($957,768), 
* Amerigo ($924,854), Round Table ($859,- 
279), Traffic Judge ($843,538) and Misty 
Flight ($840,849). 

Nearctic is a 16-year-old son of Nearco and 
the Hyperion mare *Lady Angela. He was bred 
in Canada by Mr. Taylor and was Canada’s 
Horse of the Year in 1958. 

With seven crops of racing age (not includ¬ 
ing 2-year-olds of 1970), Nearctic has sired 
118 winners of 600 races. Cumulatively, they 
have earned $3,618,972. 

Nearctic stands for a $15,000 live foal fee 
and has a full book. 

This is the State’s highest stud fee since 
Native Dancer stood at Alfred Gwynne Vander¬ 
bilt’s Sagamore Farm for $20,000. Native 

The syndicated Nearctic led all stallions in 
Maryland for the third straight year. He 
stands at Woodstock Farm, Chesapeake City. 
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Dancer died in November, 1967, from an 
intestinal obstruction. 

Native Dancer led Maryland’s stallion stand¬ 
ings in 1964, 1965 and 1966. In each of the 
three following years he finished second to 
Nearctic. 

Third place in the 1969 standings went to 
Northern Dancer. 

His offspring earned $447,086—a remarkable 
record in view of the fact that he had only two 
crops of racing age. 

Northern Dancer, a foal of 1961, combines 
the blood of both Nearctic and Native Dancer 
in his pedigree. He is by Nearctic and is out of 
the Native Dancer mare Natalma. 

Like his sire, Northern Dancer stands for a 
$15,000 live foal fee and also has a full book. 
The bay stallion is owned by his breeder, Mr. 
Taylor, and stands at Mr. Taylor’s Windfields 


Farm in Chesapeake City. 

Also standing at Mr. Taylor’s Maryland farm 
is the fourth-place finisher, Rambunctious. This 
syndicate-owned son of * Rasper II was moved 
to Chesapeake City last fall after being pur¬ 
chased by a syndicate from Harold Herman, 
owner of the Red Oak Farms in Poolesville, Md. 

Rambunctious stands for a fee of $2,500. 

In the Most Wins and Most Winners divi¬ 
sions, the 24-year-old syndicate-owned stallion 
Double Brandy finished second to Nearctic. 

Double Brandy sired 42 winners of 107 races 
in 1969. 

Despite his age, Double Brandy is still used 
sparingly at Mr. and Mrs. J. Fred Colwill’s 
Halcyon Farm in Lutherville. Double Brandy 
was bred by Mrs. Colwill’s late father, C. Ewing 
Tuttle, in partnership with Janon Fisher, Jr.

Native Dancer Heads State 
Sires on Two-Year-Old List 


The earnings of Native Dancer's next-to-last 
crop in 1969 also placed him 8th nationally. 


For the fifth time in the last seven years, 
Native Dancer was Maryland’s leading sire of 
two-year-olds in 1969. 

The great gray stallion, who died in Novem¬ 
ber, 1967, will be represented by his final crop 
of two-year-olds this year. 

Owned and bred by Alfred Gwynne Vander¬ 
bilt, Native Dancer stood at Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm in Baltimore county throughout 
his career. Foaled in 1950, Native Dancer com¬ 
piled a race record of 21 victories in 22 starts. 
His only loss occurred in the 1953 Kentucky 
Derby when second to Dark Star. 

Four of Native Dancer’s 1969 two-year-olds 
were stakes winners and five others from that 
crop of 25 foals were winners. Cumulatively, 
his two-year-olds earned $202,658. 

Closest contender was the syndicated 
Nearctic who stands at Mrs. Richard C. du- 
Pont’s Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake City. 
Nearctic was represented by three two-year-old 



stakes winners and seven other winners. His 
two-year-olds earned $177,186. 

No stallion in Maryland sired more two-year- 
old winners than Nearctic. His total of ten was 
equaled by the deceased Sunrise Flight who 
stood at the Maryland Stallion Station in Chesa¬ 
peake City. Sunrise Flight was destroyed follow¬ 
ing a paddock accident in October, 1968. 

Leader in the Most Wins department was 
Paul Clay’s Beau Priam. From a foal crop of 
19, Beau Priam was represented by nine win¬ 
ners which won 21 races. Second to Beau 
Priam was Nearctic. His two-year-olds won 20 
races.

Russian Official Reprimanded 

Yevgeni Dolmatov, a frequent visitor to 
Maryland for the Washington (D.C.) Inter¬ 
national, was one of several Russian racing 
officials who recently came under attack by 
the U.S.S.R.’s Communist party. 

Mr. Dolmatov is director of racing at Mos¬ 
cow’s Hippodrome, a track at which both flat 
racing and harness racing is conducted. He 
regularly accompanied Russian horses to the 
United States when they competed in inter¬ 
national races at Laurel and Yonkers Race¬ 
way. 

Charges against Dolmatov included paying 
undeserved bonuses to employees, spending 
money on a round of banquets and using a 
stud farm’s housing unit as a "private coun¬ 
try home.” 

The commission which investigated the 
matter stated that Dolmatov and his deputy 
"allowed squandering of state funds and 
groundlessly paid bonuses to certain Hippo¬ 
drome workers.” 

Disciplinary action against those involved 
ranged from expulsion from the Communist 
party to severe reprimands. The precise pen¬ 
alty imposed on Mr. Dolmatov is not known. 

A gregarious, heavy-set man, Mr. Dolmatov 
was extremely popular in this country. He was 
totally devoted to horses and was never heard 
to espouse a political opinion. 

Charges have been leveled at Yevgeni Dol¬ 
matov, the Russian who was a familiar part 
of the scene for several Washington, D. C. 
Internationals when his country was repre¬ 
sented at Laurel. He was accused of squander¬ 
ing state funds. In some cases they were 
in the form of bonuses to workers at the 
Moscow Hippodrome track, which he directed.

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Horseshoeing Courses Offered 

Two courses to train horseshoers will be 
held on the main campus of the Pennsylvania 
State University. The first course is scheduled 
from July 13 to 24 and the second course from 
August 3 to 14. 

The course is designed to train individuals 
for a vocation in horseshoeing and for those 
who want to secure the knowledge and develop 
the skills needed to shoe their own horses. 

Instructors for the course are Dr. Thomas L. 
Merritt, Associate Professor of Animal Science, 
and Ward Studebaker, Horse Herdsman. 

Admission is limited to 24 enrollees per 
class. Only those who are over 18 years of age 
will be accepted for the course. Advance regis¬ 
tration is required, with admissions approved 
in order of receipt of completed application 
requirements. 

Formed classes, demonstrations, and super¬ 
vised group practice are provided 8 hours 
daily. In addition, individuals may practice 
skills and receive additional help for approxi¬ 
mately two hours daily. 

The registration fee is $300 for Pennsyl¬ 
vanians and $310 for non-Pennsylvanians. 
This includes the use of equipment and all 
instruction. 

Lodging is available in the University 
residence halls at $3.25 per night per person 
in a double room. Those utilizing residence 
halls are housed together in the same hall. This 
cost of housing is in addition to the registration 
fee. Meals may be purchased by students at 
nearby restaurants. 

Additional information with a daily schedule 
of the course may be secured by writing to 
the Director of Short Courses, 208 Armsby 
Building, Pennsylvania State University, Uni¬ 
versity Park, Pennsylvania 16802. 

The Advanced Horseshoeing Short Course 
of the College of Agriculture will be held 
July 25. 

Admission to this one-day program is 
limited to graduates of Penn States two week 
horseshoeing course. 

In essence, the program is designed to assist 
the graduates in solving problems they have 
encountered since finishing the basic course 
and in presenting new information and tech¬ 
niques in the area of horseshoeing. 

Application blanks may be secured from the 
Director of Short Courses.

E. P. Taylor Honored 

The Canadian Horse magazine’s Brood¬ 
mare of the Year Award, the St. Angela Cup, 
was presented in Toronto this month to the 
owner of Flaming Page, E. P. Taylor. Flaming 
Page, winner of the 1962 Queen’s Plate, is 
the dam of Nijinsky, unbeaten 2-year-old 
champion in England and Ireland in 1969. 
Both Flaming Page and Nijinsky were bred 
by Mr. Taylor. 

Nijinsky, a son of Northern Dancer, was 
sold by Taylor to Charles Engelhard for $84,000 
at the 1968 Canadian Thoroughbred Horse 
Society Yearling Sale. That price set a record 
for a Canadian-bred sold at public auction, 
but Mr. Engelhard last year exceeded the record 
when he paid $140,000 for Nijinsky’s full 
brother, Minsky. 

The Canadian Horse, a monthly magazine 
of Thoroughbred racing and breeding, in¬ 
augurated the St. Angela Cup this year. The 
award is named for one of the most significant 
broodmares in the history of Thoroughbred 
breeding. St. Angela, bred in England in 1865, 
was a moderate runner but produced St. Simon, 
a great race horse and one of the world’s 
most successful stallions.

bus on which we traveled from Cologne 
to Bad Homburg towed a baggage trailer into 
which the luggage for our 17-member American 
Horsemen’s Tour Group was crammed. Painted 
in the colors of the Cologne bus company, the 
caboose gave our vehicle a highly distinctive 
appearance. 

The date was August 14. During the morning 
we had walked through Cologne’s cathedral and 
had attended a reception at the city’s municipal 
building. 

Now we were aboard our bus, headed for 
Bad Homburg with side visits to Bonn and a 
wine cellar scheduled. 

Bonn, the capital of West Germany, came 
upon us quickly. Our guide, Dr. Peter Bormann, 
told us that the preponderance of American 
government representatives in the city had 
caused the Germans to rename the city 
"Pentabonn.” 

While in Bonn we drove past the home of 
Ludwig von Beethoven (1770-1827) which 
was on a street so narrow that our bus had 
difficulty making the turns. 

Then we settled down to a long, sleepy ride 
along the Rhine. 

The beauty of the river, the mountains, the 
castles and the vineyards came through to me 
as in a dream. Although rain fell during most 
of the drive, the incredible magnificence of the 
countryside made an indelible impression. 

There on the mountains overlooking the 
Rhine were the castles built by toll-collecting 
robber barons in the 11th and 12th centuries. 
On the slopes of the mountains were the 
terraced vineyards. And in the river were the 
ships and barges of commerce and the excursion 
boats crammed with sightseers. 

Little towns lay along the highway, filling 
that narrow piece of level land between the 


river and the mountains. On every mountain¬ 
side, grapes were being grown. And atop almost 
every mountain was a castle—a castle which 
had once known the clink-clank of men 
wearing armor. 

We passed Lorelei rock. Located at a dif¬ 
ficult bend in the river, the rock seemed 
forbidding, even from the safety of our motor 
coach. As we peered through the steamy win¬ 
dows of the bus at the Lorelei, we could well 
imagine sailors being lured to their death by 
the call of the maiden. 

And then from memory Heinrich Heine’s 
poem about Lorelei: "lch weiss nicht was soil 
es bedeuten . . 

Traffic along the road was heavy. Trucks 
competed with busses, little automobiles and 
motorcycles. We stopped in a parking lot 
beside an inn to seek directions to the wine- 
cellar at Castle Johannisberg. 

Unloading from another bus on the same 
lot were Japanese tourists. 

Recalling the motion picture "If It’s Tuesday, 
This Must Be Belgium,” my wife, Binna, 
laid her hand on my shoulder. "Don’t leave 
me, whatever you do,” she said. 

Eventually we found our way to Schloss 
Johannisberg. It was atop a mountain, and, 
had the weather been clear, the view would 
no doubt have been staggering. But rain was 
falling heavily as we pulled into the courtyard. 

Our tour leader, Hugo Larsen, had made 
prior arrangements for us to inspect the 
Johannisberg cellars. But for some reason we 
were an hour late in arriving and the man 
who was to take us through the cellars had left. 

Still, the stopover wasn’t a total loss. 

We went into a public lounge in which 
wine was being sold and drunk. 

It seemed to us that everyone in the room

was a native. They stared at us constantly and 
looked amused when none of us was able to 
order wine from the wine lists which lay on 
the tables. 

An hour or so later we arrived in Bad 
Homburg, the city from which the Homburg 
hat derives its name. (England’s Edward VII 
popularized the Homburg hat during the 1890’s 
when he was Prince of Wales. The word "Bad” 
means "baths” or "spa.” German cities carrying 
the "Bad” prefix are mineral spring sites.) 

After checking into our hotel (Ritters 
Park), we were advised by Herr Larsen to be 
ready for an early morning departure if we 
wanted to see one of Germany’s most famous 
horse farms—Gestut Waldfried, owned by Herr 
Uwe Scherping and his wife, Alexandra 
Scherping. 

The greater portion of our only full day 
in Bad Homburg was spent on a bus. The

morning was devoted almost entirely to a two 
and a half hour drive to Waldfried Stud located 
only a mile or two from the border between 
West and East Germany. 

We were met at the 2,000-acre farm by 
both Herr and Frau Scherping. 

Herr Scherping is president of the German 
Thoroughbred Association and vice-president 
of the International Racing Club. Frau 
Scherping is a daughter of Countess von Spreti 
whose family owns the I.G. Farben Industries. 

Waldfried is located in hilly country, far 
removed from the hustle-bustle of the large 
cities. The farm was old (it had been founded 


by the German government as a remount 
breeding center), and its size gave one a sense 
of isolation. 

Not far from the farm’s main house was an 
inn, also owned by the Scherpings. 

A lovely spot, my wife suggested, for a 
honeymoon. 

The Scherpings proved to be delightful 
hosts. 

Herr Scherping spoke excellent English. His 
wife knew only a few words but smiled 
frequently and was eager to show us her horses. 

We talked briefly with Herr Scherping in 
the house while having a drink, then went to

the stallion barn where we were shown Masetto 
and Cher. 

Masetto, 1952, by Olymp out of Mimosa, 
stands for $1,000—the second highest stud 
fee in Germany. (Orsini is the highest at 
$1,250.) Despite his age, Masetto showed off 
beautifully, evidencing unmistakable quality. 

To me, Cher (I960, by Wilwyn out of Ciel 
de Pluie) was not a handsome animal. Looking 
at this horse and realizing that he is the No. 2 
stallion on one of Germany’s outstanding 
Thoroughbred farms, I wondered how much 
some of America’s middle-class horses would 
improve the quality of the German Thorough¬ 
bred. 

Thirty broodmares {mutterstuten) are kept 
at Waldfried, and in addition to racing their 
own stable, the Scherpings sell annually in the 
Baden Baden yearling auctions. 

Herr and Frau Scherping walked with us 
around a portion of the farm, showing us 
their horses, barns and fences built entirely of 
concrete. 

The barns were of stone construction, very 
large and pleasantly airy. The high ceilings, 
arched doorways and elaborate hardware on 


the stall doors suggested that the German 
government had not let cost stand in the way 
when it built this former remount headquarters 
back in the era of the kaisers. 

Following our inspection tour we were taken 
by the Scherpings to the adjoining inn for 
lunch. It was here that German generals had 
planned strategy and entertained girl friends 
during World War II. 

The lunch (’’Nothing fancy,” said Herr 
Scherping. "Just simple food.”) was one of 
the most pleasant meals afforded us during 
the entire trip. Wine and beer in ample 
su Pply, toasts came from all over the room and, 
to each, Herr Scherping responded in kind. 
In one of his little speeches Herr Scherping 
noted that when traveling, he stayed at Ameri¬ 
can hotels as much as possible. "The beds are 
good,” he explained, "and the food won’t make 
you ill.” 

A member of our Tour Group then rose to 
tell Herr Scherping about his opinion of a 
world made perfect. Said he: "The Germans 
would run the army, the French would run the 
government, the English would do the cooking 
and the Americans would be the lovers.” 

Everyone laughed except England’s Miss 
Elsie Jackson. She said she didn’t think Eng¬ 
lish cooking was all that bad. 

Finally, our meal was served (excellent beef 
covered with a mushroom sauce) by the 
waitresses. Supervising the girls was a de¬ 
lightful maitre d’hotel who was dressed in a 
Tyrolian jacket, charmingly accentuated by a 
ruffled shirt. 

He buzzed around the room, smiling from 
ear to ear as he filled wine glasses while 
urging the waitresses to maximum efficiency. 

When we left he shook each person’s hand. 
It was then that I noticed that the maitre d’s

hands were trembling from the afternoons 
excitement. 

Our bus made a half-mile detour soon after 
leaving Waldfried Stud so that we could see 
a check-point at the border between West 
and East Germany. 

This was my first view of a rural check¬ 
point. Three years earlier I had entered East 
Germany through Checkpoint Charlie in Berlin 
for a brief sight-seeing trip. The Berlin check¬ 
point had been a busy spot with automobilies 
and busses backed up while soldiers checked 
credentials. 

But here in the farm country near Wald¬ 
fried Stud there was no such activity. The 
check-point looked almost like an American 
gasoline station built along the side of a lightly 
used country road. But blocking the road was 
the long arm of a railroad safety gate. 

Beyond this West German checkpoint was 
a no-man’s land. It was an open meadow— 
excellent farming soil, except for the booby 
traps which we imagined were there. In the 
distance (almost hidden against a beautiful 
woods) we could see a sentry tower manned 
by East Germans. The tower was too far away 
for us to see the machine guns. 


After pausing a few minutes at the check¬ 
point, our driver backed the bus around and 
headed for Bad Homburg. We were disturbed 
by the sight of the checkpoint. Our earlier 
mood did not return. We weren’t happy and 
we weren’t punctly. Instead, we felt sobered. 
Each of us in our own way reflected about the 
difference a few miles can make. What we take 
so casually as our rightful heritage at home is 
suppressed by barbed wire, machine guns and 
watch towers in the eastern portion of this 
lovely land called Germany. 

I walked back the narrow aisle in the bus 
and took a seat beside our guide, Dr. Peter 
Bormann. Dr. Bormann is keeper of the Ger¬ 
man studbook and in charge of many facets of 
Thoroughbred breeding. 

During the next hour or so, Dr. Bormann 
gave me these facts on racing and breeding 
in West Germany. 

• There are 18 ,major tracks in West 
Germany. Cumulatively, they offer 178 days of 
racing. The pari-mutuel take is 16 and two- 
thirds per cent of the handle. Two-thirds of 
one per cent goes to the government. One-half 
of one per cent goes to the German Jockey 
Club. Fifteen and one-half per cent goes to the

tracks. Seventy per cent of the track’s income 
is allocated to purses. 

• The tracks also pay a 10 per cent bonus 
to the breeders of the first four finishers when 
those horses are owned by German residents 
and bred in Germany. The bonus is a sum 
equivalent to 10 per cent of the money earned 
in the race. 

• Dr. Bormann said that West Germany’s 
broodmares have a 70 per cent fertility record 
and that the percentage is 'climbing steadily.” 

• Currently there are 1,200 Thoroughbred 
broodmares in West Germany which is about 
800 fewer mares than in Maryland. 

• The 1969 foal crop in West Germany 
topped 700. 

• Every one of Germany’s 1,200 mares is 
inspected prior to the breeding season by one 
of three government-employed veterinarians. 
Each mare is graded by these veterinarians as 
to her chance of conceiving. 

The mares are put into one of four cate¬ 
gories: 

1. Seventy-five to 100 per cent chance of 
conception; 2. Fifty to 74 percent; 3. Twenty- 
five to 49 per cent; 4. Zero to 24 per cent.

• Each mare is given her own report card, 
and the number assigned her by the veteri¬ 
narians is placed on this card. In applying for 
a season to a stallion, the mare owner must 
submit his mare’s report card. This system 
affords the stallion owner quick information 
and professional opinion as to the chances of 
conception. 

Although after 5 o’clock when we arrived 
back at the Ritters Park Hotel, Herr Larsen 
had yet another bus ride planned for us that 
"afternoon.” It was a trip to nearby Erlenhof 
Stud, owned by the Countess Margit Batthyany, 
formerly Baroness Thyssen. It is at Erlenhof 
that Germany’s No. 1 stallion, Orsini, stands. 
Orsini’s fee is s $l,250. 

Binna and I did not want to chicken out on 
this second half of the day’s doubleheader. But 
we had a dinner engagement with Herr and 
Frau Walter Vischer who lived in nearby 
Frankfurt am Main. They had said they would 
arrive at our hotel at 6:30, so the trip to 
Erlenhof was not possible for us. 

The Vischers (whom we had come to know 
through Mrs. Peter Vischer, no relation, of 
Habre de Venture in Port Tobacco, Md.) own 
the stallion Zank (by Neckar out of Zacateca) 
and stand him at the Quenhorn Stud in Rheda, 
Westfalen. 

Frau Vischer is a topclass horsewoman. She 
galloped her own horses until a back injury 
in a 1968 fall sidelined her. Herr Vischer 
manufactures dental equipment and is an 
occasional visitor to the United States. 

It was on such a combined business and 
pleasure trip to the U.S.A. two years ago that 
we had met the Vischers. We had shown 
them the Maryland Hunt Cup course, Sagamore 
and Merryland Farms and a few races at Laurel. 
That evening we took them to a session of the 
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Maryland Fall Sales at Timonium—and they 
had been entranced by the auction. 

When they left, they had asked us to call 
on them if ever we got to Germany. 

Although Herr Vischer speaks only a few 
words of English, his wife has an excellent 
command of the language. A charming and 
handsome woman, Frau Vischer served as our 
interpreter throughout the evening. 

We had dinner at Bad Homburg’s famed 
castle which was built in 1680 and has a 
watchtower dating from the 12 th century. 
One of the evening’s most amusing experiences 
was the shock Binna and I experienced when 
we heard English being spoken at a nearby 
table. 

The Vischers suggested that they take us 
following the dinner to the Spielbank—a casino 
for which Bad Homburg is famous. 

In fact, Bad Homburg was the place where 
roulette was born. An ex-pastrycook named 
Francois Blanc started a roulette casino there 
in 1841 and 20 years later opened a similar 
casino in Monte Carlo. 

Bad Homburg’s fame as a gambling center 
was so great that Dostoevski (himself an ob¬ 
sessive gambler) used the city as his setting 


for his story The Gambler. The gaming tables 
were closed when Prussia took over the city 
in 1861, however. They were not reopened 
until 1949. 

We found that entry to the Spielbank was 
not a casual matter. 

In addition to paying admission, we were 
obliged to show our passports which were 
carefully examined. After passing inspection, 
they were returned to us by the men at the 
desk along with a card which gave us entry 
into the gaming rooms. 

Although a gambler by nature, I could not 
get into the spirit of the gaming room that 
evening. Everyone was a stranger, English was 
not spoken and the place was quite crowded. 

The Vischers did not themselves risk money 
on any of the games. 

So, after a tour of the two rooms, we went 
to a bar and had a drink. 

It was growing late and our Tour Group 
would fly the next day to Paris. •

Chapter XIX 

A BAD BEGINNING WITH A GOOD ENDING 


For six years now it has been the flashing white and green of the Rancocas stable which 
my eyes have followed as the fields have swept down the back-stretch to the turn for home, 

moving with the rhythm and speed of the storm-frenzied herd in flight, and no longer 

the sombre black blouse and white sash, the old familiar colors which are closest to my 

heart—my colors. And of these six seasons the leanest came in 1925—leanest in the total of 

honors won and money earned, but richer by far than we had expected. 

The winter preceding the season of 1925 I spent at Rancocas Farm, as I have the other 
winters which have intervened since Mr. Sinclair and I entered into our arrangement in 1920. 
The charm of this beautiful stretch of lowland in southern Jersey, with the broodmares and their 
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foals grazing in the paddocks, the clean, well- 
ordered stables, the great training-tracks over 
which have stepped some of the most famous 
Thoroughbreds the turf has ever known, the 
exercise boys and the stablehands and their 
everlasting babble of horse talk, and the eternal 
reminders you find at every hand that here 
has been reared a monument to the spell which 
the turf casts over men—the charm of this 
horse paradise had me firmly in its grip. At 
times when I’d think about the old colors that 
were no longer present in the parade to the 
post—the black, white sash—and I’d feel a tug¬ 
ging to see them back again where they had 
been so many years, it was the peace and quiet 
of Rancocas and the sunshine flooding the 
countryside with warmth even on the coldest 
days which drove back the recollections of 
other years and strengthened my constantly in¬ 
creasing affection for the white and green. 

Through the winter months Mr. Sinclair 
would drop down at the farm over the week¬ 
ends to see what progress we were making in 
breeding and to learn about the outlook for 
the approaching season. The news I had for 
him was a mixture of optimism and pessimism. 
Breeding was getting along in great shape, but 
the prospect of a successful campaign with the 
horses in training was about as dismal as it 
could be. Toward the end of March, with the 
start of the season only a little more than two 
months away, I was completely in the dumps. 
An epidemic of coughing sickness had spread 
through the stables and was threatening to kill 
whatever chance we had of winning a few 
races. I had about abandoned hope of getting 
Zev back to the races, and it was now finally 
certain that the future usefulness of Grey Lag 
and Purchase would be confined to the stud. 

"Nothing to it but an off season for us,” I 
told Mr. Sinclair. "Looks as though we’ll have

only two strings to our bow—Mad Play and 
Silver Fox. Any races we win outside of what 
they account for will be just so much gained.” 

Mr. Sinclair refused to be downcast. Or at 
least he tried to soften the discouragement I 
felt over the bad turn things were taking just 
then. 

"Don’t let it bother you; it can’t be helped. 
I’ll say we’ve done pretty well as it is. We can 
afford one off season—if we have it.” Some¬ 
thing in his tone suggested to me that he 
didn’t believe we were in for as bad a drubbing 
as I was representing. But I was in no mood 
to be cheered up at that moment. The only 
thing which could have lifted the heavy 
clouds of gloom would have been for Zev to 
have stepped a mile in 1:40, or for Grey Lag 
or Purchase to have returned to the form that 
made them idols of the racing public just a 
few years ago. But miracles weren’t being per¬ 
formed—not in that direction. The plain truth 
was we were hard put for horses in training 
to carry the Rancocas colors in the season now 
almost upon us. There was every prospect for 
the most unprofitable period the stable had 
known in the five years which had elapsed 
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from the time we had taken it over. 

If there was anything to brighten up the 
outlook it was the fact that the Rancocas 
stable would have the chance to campaign a 
fairly large string of Rancocas-bred Thorough¬ 
breds. This had been the one big goal we had 
been working toward for five years. Mr. Sin¬ 
clair, like all men of wealth who go in for 
racing, was far more interested in seeing his 
own home-bred horses in action than in rac¬ 
ing those which we had bought from other 
breeders. Such an ambition is not hard to un¬ 
derstand. It is a family matter. You get to feel 
that there is a blood relationship between you 
and the colts and fillies which come into the 
world in your own barns and which grow up 
before your own eyes. Something more than 
just racing machines, are these horses. Their 
successes and failures have a personal mean¬ 
ing. There is no joy greater for the racing man 
than to see his colors carried to victory by a 
Thoroughbred he himself has raised. 

In this respect, if no other, we would look 
forward to the approaching season with some 
comfort. Mad Play, our main dependence in 
the handicap division, was Rancocas-bred and 
reared, the son of Madcap, one of our best 
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broodmares. The soundness of his blood lines 
had long since been established. Fair Play, his 
sire, had sent an exceptionally fine line of sons 
and daughters to the races, among them Man 
o’ War, and a previous mating between this 
great sire and Madcap had produced Mad 
Hatter, our own famous campaigner, the win¬ 
ner of nearly two hundred thousand dollars. 
Through his dam came the blood of *Rock 
Sand, Madcap’s sire, and back of both branches 
of the family was a long line of aristocratic 
breeding which had made its mark on the turf 
of England and America. 

In the younger division the Rancocas output 
included Inchcape Belle, a racy-looking daugh¬ 
ter of Inchcape and Swan Song. This filly is 
the sole get of the great Inchcape, the horse 
which we bought from J. H. Rossi ter, of Cali¬ 
fornia, for one hundred and fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars, the highest price ever paid at that time 
for a two-year-old. Inchcape, after a short and 
brilliant career on the turf, in which he was 
never beaten, went wrong early in his career 
and was retired to the stud, where we hoped 
he would make amends for his misfortunes by 
reproducing in his progeny the rare speed and 
courage he himself had shown on the track. 
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But Inchcape was an ill-fated horse. He per¬ 
ished in a fire that destroyed one of our sta¬ 
bles two years ago. That fire was a serious 
blow to the breeding plans of Rancocas. We 
carried no insurance on Inchcape, nor on many 
of the fine broodmares which died with him. 
But even worse than this was the fact that we 
were now being forced to limp along with a 
small string of two-year-olds where we should 
have had a healthy crop of them to carry our 
colors. 

The most likely-looking of the other Ran¬ 
cocas youngsters were Sabine, a bay filly by 
Purchase-Madcap; Nichavo, by Lucullite-Iri- 
descence; and Lachen, a son of Lucullite-Rose 
Brigade. If Mad Play could hold up his end 
among the older stake horses and Royalite, a 
fleet daughter of Lucullite-Royal Ensign, would 
live up to our expectations and these two-year- 
olds would show winning performances now 
and then it would make up in a way for the 
drop which it seemed the stable must take as 
a factor in the list of winning owners. We 
would at least have a chance of seeing how 
good our judgment of breeding might be. For 
the first time in many years, dating back to 
the day when Pierre Lorillard had presided 
over this great racing establishment, Rancocas 
was standing pretty much on its own feet. And 
as luck would have it, we were face to face 
with this situation when suffering most from 
the effects of the disastrous fire which had de¬ 
stroyed the horses which would now be ready 
for their two-year-old campaign. 

Besides these horses our chief reliances were 
# Silver Fox, the imported gray son of Gray 
Fox-Mary Queen of Scots, and the two three- 
year-old fillies, Nedana, by Negofol-Adana, 
and Superlette, by Superman-Epignlette. We 
were uncertain about * * Silver Fox. In the work¬ 
outs he had shown a great burst of speed, but

he still had to prove himself in actual racing. 
And the job he had in hand was a tough one. 
It was his assignment to help Mad Play carry 
the burden in the stakes. As Grey Lag had 
dropped into the place left vacant by Pur¬ 
chase and as Zev had come along to take up 
the task where Grey Lag had left off, so was 

* Silver Fox called upon to bolster a tradition 
of long standing—the tradition that horses 
from Rancocas were always fit to cope with 
the mightiest. The cherry and black of Pierre 
Lorillard, sweeping to victory here and abroad, 
had years ago started the winning fashion for 
this picturesque stock farm in southern Jersey; 
the white and green of the later-day owners 
had revived it in 1920, and now it fell to a 
small group of horses to see that this time- 
honored sentiment was not trampled in the 
dust. 

Looking back over the season of 1925, it 
would seem that Thoroughbreds fight all the 
harder when they fight for a tradition. The 
pall of gloom which had spread over the stable 
through the spring, reaching its crest when 
many of the horses in training were stricken 
with coughing sickness, began to lift before 
the season had advanced many days. Mad Play 
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was showing himself to be a Hawkins’ horse. 
The Long Beach Handicap fell his way; he led 
the field in the Brooklyn; the Queens County 
was his; and it was his number which was 
given the honor position after the finish of the 
Empire City Handicap. We shipped him to 
Chicago to compete in the Special. He won it. 
We took him to Saratoga Springs to race for 
the Saratoga cup, at a mile and six furlongs, 
and he won that, too. 

* Silver Fox, the uncertain quantity at the 
start of the season, more than made good, with 
victories in the Broadway, Shevlin, Carter, Em¬ 
pire City Derby, Cincinnati Derby, and Sara¬ 
toga Sales Stakes. In the Carter, * Silver Fox 
beat the mighty Sarazen, and in the Cincin¬ 
nati Derby his winnings amounted to twenty- 
thousand dollars. He was the surprise of the 
year. He surprised not only the racing public, 
but his own people as well. It was not until 
the season’s campaign was in full swing that 
we appreciated just how fast the gray fellow 
was. His winning record was a windfall. It 
dropped down on us at a moment when most 
needed. 

The two-year-olds fell in line with the win¬ 
ning spirit which seemed to have blown in 
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from nowhere in particular. Nichavo, Sabine, 
Inchcape Belle, and Lachen all carried the 
white and green to victory through the sum¬ 
mer months, several times in stakes events. 
And in the achievements of these homebreds 
we found enough satisfaction to offset any 
disappointment over our inability to get Zev 
or Grey Lag back to the races. It was the one 
thing which Mr. Sinclair had had in mind 
chiefly when we bought Rancocas—the breed¬ 
ing of horses which would carry our colors 
first past the winning-post. 

But the upset of my pre-season forbod- 
ings did not end with the fine performances 
of Mad Play, * * Silver Fox, and the two-year- 
olds. Nedana, Royalite, and Superlette were 
consistent winners throughout the campaign, 
Nedana making a clean sweep of her four 
starts, Royalite winning eight out of ten, and 
Superlette accounting for five races, two of 
them stakes. The consistency of these fillies 
made them strong favorites with the public. 
Nedana made her last appearance of the sea- 
sen in July, but the other two appeared fre¬ 
quently in the overnight entries and often went 
to the post in the same race, coupled as the 
Rancocas entry. In fact, the regulars so accus- 
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tomed to seeing them entered together that 
they seldom looked for one without the other. 
'They’re as inseparable as the Siamese twins,” 
said an old-timer on the clubhouse porch, as 
he watched them in the parade to the post. 
"Or like two sisters in a vaudeville act,” ob¬ 
served another. And from that moment they 
became known to the regulars as the Dolly 
sisters. 

I had been so firmly of the impression that 
this was going to be an exceedingly bad season 
for Rancocas that I could not stir up much 
interest in the extent of the stable’s winnings, 
though I was conscious of the fact that we had 
done much better than expected. One after¬ 
noon toward the latter part of July or early 
in August, the subject was brought home to 
me with a jolt. Frank Hackett, my assistant, 
called it to my attention. 

"Say, Mr. Hildreth,” he remarked, glancing 
up from a newspaper he had been reading, 
"here’s an interesting piece of news. Where 
do you think we stand in the list of winning 
owners?” 

I assured him I had no idea, but to myself 
I observed that it must be pretty far down 
the list. 

"Were first,” Frank said in his abrupt way. 

"What’s the joke?” I inquired. 

"No joke; it’s the truth. Here’s the list. It 
shows Rancocas at the top.” 

It was the first intimation I had received 
that we were anywhere near the head of the 
list. We’d all become so absorbed in making 
the best out of what had seemed to be a bad 
bargain that we had clean forgotten how much 
had piled up in the way of stakes. From that 
time on I watched the standing of the owners 
with a great deal more interest, and when Ran¬ 
cocas finished second to Glen Riddle Farm in 



the final summing up I was more than elated. 
Our winnings had amounted to one hundred 
and seventy-five thousand dollars, of which 
Mad Play accounted for fifty-seven thousand 
dollars and * Silver Fox fifty-eight thousand 
dollars. We had won a total of fifty-eight races 
through the season and were only about twenty 
thousand dollars behind the leading stable. 
And in this off season of 1925 the Rancocas- 
bred Mad Play had been proclaimed by many 
critics as the champion stake horse of the year, 
his great rival being Sting, the James Butler 
candidate. 

And yet it was not Mad Play nor * Silver 
Fox nor the Dolly sisters nor the two-year-olds 
which figured in the outstanding stable inci¬ 
dent of the year, but rather a youngster named 
Siren, by Man o’ War out of Star Puss, the 
only one of the get of this great sire to be sold 
at public auction. The origin of Siren was in 
itself unusual. In 1923 Samuel Riddle, owner 
of the Glen Riddle Farm, contributed a service 
of Man o’ War to the army remount organiza¬ 
tion and at the time A. B. Hancock contributed 
a service of the broodmare Star Puss. Siren 
was the outcome of this mating, and it was 
part of the agreement that the proceeds from 
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the sale of the foal should go to the support 
of the remount service. We bought Siren as 
a yearling at Saratoga in the summer of 1924 
for eight thousand one hundred dollars. 

The first inkling we had of Sirens speed 
was at Aqueduct, when the youngster turned 
off five furlongs in the mud at fifty-nine sec¬ 
onds flat. Not long after that she ran again, 
this time on a dry track, and was badly beaten 
in 59 3/5 seconds. It was hard to account for 
such a reversal of form, since it would seem 
that she should certainly be able to run in bet¬ 
ter time on a fast track than in slow going. 
The exact opposite of this had happened. My 
first thought was that Siren had merely run 
one unaccountably bad race and that she would 
not be guilty of such a somersault again. But 
I wanted to make sure. So I decided to make a 
few private tests. 

In the trial spins I worked Siren alternately 
in slow and fast going. The suspicion which 
had been growing in my mind was borne out. 
I found that this two-year-old could actually 
run faster in the mud than on a hard track. It 
was one of those rare cases where racehorses 
for some reason or other find it possible to 
attain their highest speed when running in the 
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mud. There have been other horses of that 
type. Pretend, a campaigner of fifteen years or 
so back, was one of them. I have had horses 
in my own barn of the same mould, notably 
Waring. But I have never trained one or seen 
one the equal of Siren in this respect. I am 
waiting to see whether she has the same 
characteristics as a three-year-old. 


Chapter XX 

DOGS: BIG AND LITTLE 

Maybe it was the blessing Father J. J. 
Sweeney bestowed upon Zev, Grey Lag, and 
Kai-Sang in the glass barn at Rancocas that 
brought the good luck to oiir colors. Or maybe 
it was the presence of Buster, the little Maltese 
dog that came to us when we mated Skiddles 
to Kitta. You remember Skiddles, the fuzzy 
little fellow I bought in Nice, France. When 
we got back to America Billy Pinkerton gave 
us Kitta, and to Kitta and Skiddles two pups 
were born. It was when Buster was about 
seven months old we decided to take a trip 
away from home. I looked around at the pack 
of dogs in our place; they seemed to be every¬ 
where. We would have to give some of them 
away or abandon any thought of travelling, 
that was certain.

All the time 
we were travelling I thought about his intel¬ 
ligent little face and his playful ways. Eight 
months later, on our return home, I went 
straight to Billy Pinkerton and asked him to 
let me have Buster back. 

"Sure, you can have him back, but he won’t 
know you,’’ Billy replied. But he had reckoned 
without Buster. There was no mistaking the 
way Buster scooted around the room, jumping 
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all over me, when 1 saw him again. It was such 
an affection as I’d never found in a dog since 
the time many years before when Coke had 
appointed himself the watchman of my stable. 
Buster’s future was settled from that moment. 
I took him everywhere with me, even down to 
the track, where dogs are not welcome visitors. 
The clubhouse crowd got to know him well 
and would come over to our box to pat him on 
the head for luck. It was a favorite trick with 
John A. Drake to do this; nearly every day 
he would stop for a little chat with Buster and 
stroke his head. 

"Buster,” he would say, "you’re the best 
luck there is around this racetrack. Here, let 
me touch you, I need some good luck today.” 

And Buster got to know racing so well that 
he would never move until the sixth race had 
been run. You couldn’t believe your own eyes 
to see him sit there all afternoon as still as a 
mouse until the field had come dashing down 
the stretch in the last event on the programme. 
It was like the five o’clock whistle blowing 
for him to knock off work for the day. Down 
he’d jump from the chair and scamper around 
the box until I had joined the party and we 
started for home. 

Two years ago last winter Buster was with 
us at Rancocas. Every morning when I’d go out 
to the training-track he’d perch himself up on 
a table standing near a large window and 
there he’d sit through the hours, ruining one 
silk table-scarf after another with his dusty 
little feet, but welcome to stay there and always 
peering along the driveway and waiting for me 
to return. It was the same thing day in and 
day out, and you couldn’t drive him away from 
the spot where he kept his vigil. And as soon 
as he’d see my car headed toward the old farm¬ 
house we occupy, off he’d shoot on one of 
those wild harum-scarum dashes around the 
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first floor, with his little legs flying as he ran 
close to the ground and so happy you couldn’t 
help laughing to watch him. And my two 
police dogs, Chief and Betty, would stand 
looking at him with their ears cocked and their 
brows wrinkled, as much as to say, "What’s 
wrong anyway with that crazy midget of a 
dog?" 

One night Chief and Betty were playing out 
on the lawn, and it was very dark. Buster ran 
through the open door to search for them in 
the blackness that comes with a moonless night 
in the country. I heard a sharp growl and a 
feeble yelp, and then Chief came into the 
house holding the lifeless body of Buster in 
his teeth, the faithful little friend he’d killed 
by mistake in the darkness. Chief laid the small, 
still bundle at my feet and stood looking at 
me while I picked up the tiny form from which 
life had fled so suddenly; dear old Buster, who 
had loved me so much and whose place on the 
table near the window would now be empty. 
And Chief understood how terrible was the 
thing he had done. He slunk away to the 
cellar, where he stayed for days, refusing to 
eat or to be consoled. In six months he had 
withered away to a skeleton and then he went 


where Buster had gone, dying from a broken 
heart. 

Through all the years I’ve been in racing 
there’s seldom been a moment when we’ve not 
had at least one dog in our home to gladden 
it with the spirit of love and friendliness that 
pours from the soul of a faithful pet. Coke 
and Rags and Buster, all of them, are as deeply 
engraved in my memory as though they had 
been of my own kin, and as they pass in 
review before me now, staunch and steady 
in their affection, I can think of them only as 
I can think of the humans who have held out 
a helping hand when I was in need. And 
today there remains only Betty, who came 
to me as so many of my dogs did—from Billy 
Pinkerton, my friend of so many years; and 
when I see Betty I think of the man who gave 
her to me, and she is a constant reminder of 
the bigness of Billy’s soul and the breadth of 
a character that was good to know and the 
magnitude of a spirit that placed loyalty to 
friends above all else. Is it any wonder that 
Betty is something more to me than just a 
dog about my house? And now that the time 
has come when I can sit back and think these 
things over, analyzing them for what they

really are, would it not seem that these living 
gifts came to our home from Billy Pinkerton 
to remind us ever of his friendship for us? I 
think Billy had that in mind. 

There is little that remains to tell. The great 
year of the Rancocas Stable was in 1923, which 
will always be known in the turf world as 
Zev’s year—the year in which a single Thor¬ 
oughbred directed more worldwide attention to 
America than came through any other factor. 
In 1924 this glorious fellow was not the Zev 
we had known just twelve months before, and 
he came in for none of the fame that fell to 
those who faced the Frenchman *Epinard. 
And it was not because he was out of it that I 
say the horse he beat for International honors 
was a better horse than the one that came from 
France last year. As popular as *Epinard was 
and as good the sportsmanship of Pierre Wer¬ 
theimer in bringing him to this country, I 
cannot rank him with some of the famous 
Thoroughbreds that have blazed their way to 
glory on our tracks in the past. Three times 
he ran for International supremacy and three 
times he was fairly beaten at various distances 
—at six furlongs by Wise Counsellor, at a 
mile by Ladkin, and at a mile and a quarter by 
Sarazen. Nor am I one of those who believe 
that *Epinard was a victim of poor horseman¬ 
ship from his jockey. During the Christmas 
holidays I met Everett Haynes, his rider, at 
a New York hotel. 

"Haynes, I want to say to you that I think 
you rode the best race of anybody in those 
International contests,” I told him. It was good 
to see his eyes sparkle at this word of encour¬ 
agement; I reckon the poor fellow had heard 
so m ch criticism that he had almost begun 
to believe that he had ridden badly in those 
races. 

"You don’t know how I appreciate that, Mr.

Hildreth,” he said. And he shook my hand so 
vigorously I knew he meant it. 

And I meant what I said, too, even though 
it was the Christmas holidays and I was 
thinking, when I met Haynes, how my father, 
Vincent Hildreth, always got so much real 
happiness out of giving encouragement to the 
boys who worked around the rusty old barn 
that housed Red Morocco and the other quarter- 
horses. Fifty years ago that was, and in all this 
long journey down the stretch of time I’ve 
never forgotten that the thing uppermost in 
Vincent Hildreth was his love for horses and 
a gentleness of character that lay behind an 
unpolished exterior. 

"Sam,” he used to say when I was getting 
big enough to understand; "Sam, if you can’t 
say a kind word now and then to the people 
around you, you might just as well shrivel up 
and die. As for me, I believe in what the 
Bible says, that a good word maketh the heart 
glad; that’s me all over.”

BIRTHDAY 
OF A 
SOLDIER 


After President John F. Kennedy’s funeral 
on that gray November afternoon in 1963, 
many television watchers around the world 
were discussing the prancing, spirited black 
horse, with stirrups reversed who followed 
the flag-draped caisson. 

The horse was Black Jack, of the ceremonial 
"Old Guard" unit at Fort Myer, Va., which 
traditionally has been responsible for military 
funerals at Arlington National Cemetery. 

Black Jack, now a youthful and out-going 
23 years old, recently was given a birthday 
party, complete with two red-white-and-blue 
cakes, at his home stables, that today are 
among the U. S. Army’s final vestiges of the 
once-glorious cavalry days of yesteryear. 

It has been many a year since then-Col. 
George S. Patton was shouting commands 
across the cement stable yards—but he would 
be proud to see the spit-and-polish conditions 
still maintained in his old realm. 

Black Jack’s exact birthdate was not a part 
of his Army records, so his fellow soldiers in 
the Old Guard decided to pick out a likely 
day for an appropriate celebration for their 


senior citizen. Mrs. Michael V. Schado, who 
has been dropping in to visit Black Jack over 
the past few years, baked him two big cakes 
for the occasion, and the news media appeared 
to record the event. 

Presented with one of the cakes for his own 
personal enjoyment, Black Jack got the idea 
immediately. Ears pricked, he gobbled up a 
cloth Military District of Washington emblem 
that was one of the decorations, ate a few 
candles, and then consumed approximately one- 
third of the cake, in less time than a party of 
10-year-old children could have performed the 
same feat. 

"Do you think that MDW insignia will hurt 
his insides?" inquired Mrs. Schado who, as the 
wife of a retired Army colonel, felt some com¬ 
punction about damaging government prop¬ 
erty. 

"He seems to be thriving on it," observed 
some of his two-legged friends, as they shared 
the second birthday cake and drank to Black 
Jack’s continuing good health — with fruit 
juice, of course. 

"He’s a wonderful old horse," said Chief 
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Story by Anne Christmas

he’s just as frisky today as he was during 
President Kennedy’s funeral.” 

These days, Black Jack is brought out only 
occasionally to fulfill his traditional role as 
"caparisoned horse.” The term, itself ages old, 
means a riderless horse, hooded or sheathed in 
armor, bearing a saddle with saber slung on 
the right side instead of the customary left, 
and boots reversed in the stirrups to symbolize 
that the fallen warrior would ride no more. 

The custom is believed to have originated 
in the 12th Century, with the armies of 
Genghis Khan, and represents a dead soldier 
looking back over his career. In ancient civili¬ 
zations, a warrior’s horse often was sacrificed 
at his funeral. The Mongols believed the spirit 
of the horse "went through the gate of the 
sky” to serve his master in the next life. 

After horses were introduced to the Ameri¬ 
can Indians by early settlers from Europe, the 


custom was adopted by many tribes. Legend 
says that Sitting Bull was buried astride his 
favorite charger. 

Black Jack has taken part in thousands of 
military funerals, including those of President 
Herbert Hoover, Gen. Douglas MacArthur and 
many other famous men during his 17 years 
of service in the Old Guard. 

His name, of course, goes back to Gen. John 
J. "Black Jack” Pershing, supreme commander 
of American Expeditionary Forces in World 
War I. 

With his keen, alert little head and bright 
brown eyes, Fort Myer’s Black Jack is some¬ 
thing of a tourist attraction. Visitors are per¬ 
mitted to see the stables during duty hours, 
and "the horse in the Kennedy funeral” in¬ 
variably is the center of attention. 

As for Black Jack—he lives the ideal life 
for a horse of 23, accepting guests’ admiring 
remarks, and every now and then, there’s a 
birthday cake! •

Georgine Winslett Elected 

Miss Georgine Winslett has added a part- 
time horse show job to her full-time occupation 
of executive secretary for the Washington 
International Horse Show. 

The Arlington (Va.) resident has taken 
over the task of co-ordinating activities for 29 
other shows as president of the Maryland Horse 
Shows Association. 

"My presidency,” she explains, "is not the 
only out-of-state aspect in the M.H.S.A. Of the 
30 shows that belong, the states of West 
Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania and Virginia 
are also represented. 

"These are shows closely associated with 
Maryland people, usually located very near 
Maryland’s borders. 

"Although I live in Virginia, I have had an 
extensive association with Maryland. I lived 
with friends for several months near Potomac 
and I have served as a judge and steward in 
many Maryland shows.” 

Miss Winslett quit active showing in June 
1965 when she took over the post for the big 
International show, which boasts a quarter- 
million business. The International also is an 
M.H.S.A. member. 

"I majored in foreign affairs at George 
Washington Univerity,” she said, "and fully 
intended to enter a career in the Foreign 
Service. But I began weekend teaching at a 
riding school—Rock Creek stables in D.C.— 
then more extensively at the Pegasus Stable in 
Chevy Chase. 

"I became secretary of the Washington 
Bridle Trails Association and later when the 
International Horse Show position was offered, 
I couldn’t resist it.” 


M.H.S.A. Rule Changes 

Several rule changes have been made by the 
board of directors of the Maryland Horse Shows 
Association for the 1970 season. The changes 
were made at a board meeting at Timonium 
on March 10. 

Miss Georgine Winslett, newly elected 
president, announced that the M.H.S.A. has 
followed the general pattern of the American 
Horse Shows Association in replacing the 
"green jumper” class with one for "preliminary 
jumpers.” 

The essential difference is the elimination 
of eligibility determined by the number of 
years of competition. Instead, the preliminary 
jumpers will be classified by the amount of 
money won. 

Miss Winslett pointed out that the new 
division will permit a rise in classification for 
rapidly developing horses and at the same 
time allow more time for horses which are 
slow in coming to themselves. 

The board also settled the question of man¬ 
datory division of hunter classes and the sub¬ 
sequent prize money for such splits. 

In the future, classes which draw 40 or more 
entries must be split and the prize money 
doubled. The M.H.S.A. did not follow the 
pattern of the A.H.S.A. which requires splits 
at 60 or more entries. 

The minimum for prize money also was 
raised in the jumper classes. 

In the "C” rated shows offering three classes, 
the show must offer $50 per class. "B” shows 
offering three classes will pay $75 per class 
and the "A” shows must pay $100 per class. 

Minimum requirements for amateur-owner 
hunter classes also were established. Class "C” 
shows (3 classes)—$20 per class; "B” (3 
classes)—$30 and "A” (4 classes) pays $50.

Young Neil ffrench Blake, only 26, drew 
worldwide praise with his first effort 'The 
World of Show Jumping” about a year ago. 
Although "The World of Dressage” may — 
because of its title—frighten some horsemen, 
anyone who leafs through a copy is bound to 
be captured by the 195 brilliant photographs. 
The text continually emphasizes that basic 
dressage training is important for every horse, 
too. 

Americans are very well represented in the 
book: dressage riders Martha Knocke, Barbara 
MacGinnis and Diane Firmin-Didot, show 
jumpers Bill Steinkraus, Carol Hofmann and 
Kathy Kusner, and three day event competi¬ 
tors Rick Eckhardt, Brad Smith, Kevin Free¬ 
man, and Mason Phelps. Phelps, unfortu¬ 
nately (and his mount Gladstone), seems 
most often used as an example of improper 
technique—although the author does not spare 


other equally well-known riders when they 
stray from proper form, either. 

The author feels the Germans and Ameri¬ 
cans have followed the "tight rein” school of 
training, with the result that American dress¬ 
age horses often appear "forced” in their col¬ 
lection. He believes the "loose rein” school is 
most natural and seems most impressed with 
the Russian riders—a good forecast of their 
excellent performance in Mexico City. During 
the preparation of the book, the author admits, 
he was especially impressed with Elena Pe- 
touchkova of Russia and Pepel; they were 
sixth at Mexico. 

However, it is the photographs that are the 
most important, and they help to make this 
one of the best horse books of the year. Most 
of the photos were taken in England, except 
for the European Dressage Championships 
held in Aachen, West Germany, and the 
European Three-Day Events at Punchestown, 
Ireland. 
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THE HORSE. 

John M. Kays. 

A. S. Barnes & Co. 

439 pp. $15.00 

This is a new and revised edition of a 
standard work designed as a textbook by 
Donald J. Kays, professor of animal husbandry 
from 1912 to 1953 at Ohio State University, 
and published in 1953. It has now been 
brought up-to-date by his son, John M. Kays, 
who has been professor of Horse Production 
and Management for ten years at the Univer¬ 
sity of Missouri and an associate professor of 
animal husbandry at the University of Con¬ 
necticut the last 12 years. 

The younger Kays said he has retained 
about one-third of the book in its original 
form, another third has been slightly revised 
to incorporate modern drugs to use on horse 
parasites, and the remaining one-third has been 
completely re-written and reorganized. This 
includes the material on Standardbreds and 
the light horse breeds, a new chapter on feed¬ 
ing light horses, and material on horse breed¬ 
ing and stallion and broodmare management. 
This should be especially valuable to the new 
or small owner or breeder. 

New photos of outstanding show horses 
include Australis, Bold Minstrel, Roses Are 
Red, Not Always, and Cap and Gown, and 
there also are fine photos of major Thorough¬ 
bred breeding farms and their prize stallions. 

There is an excellent section on judging 
horses, complete with stock phrases that a 
judge should rehearse so he can tell dissatisfied 
exhibitors why another person’s horse was 
pinned ahead of his own. 

RIDING AND JUMPING. 

William Steinkraus. 

Doubleday. 132 pp. $5.95. 

This is a new and revised edition of the 
book first written in 1961 by the then captain 
of the U. S. Equestrian Team who in 1968 
became the first American to win a Gold 
Medal in Olympic show jumping competition. 


Capitaine Lavergne of the Cavalry School at 
Saumur, France demonstrates the passage, a 
classical movement of high school dressage. 


In re-reading this book, one once again is 
impressed with the obvious humbleness and 
dedication of Bill Steinkraus, and the great 
amount of study and thought that has gone 
into making him the world’s finest rider. The 
most obvious changes made since 1961 are in 
photos. Riders of a now by-gone era have 
been replaced by those familiar to today’s 
horse show spectators: Gene Cunningham, the 
late Ben O’Meara, Rodney Jenkins, Jim Day, 
David Broome, Marion Coakes, Kathy Kusner, 
Mary Chapot, and Nelson Pessoa. 

Steinkraus also has included photos and 
character sketches of his two present-day jump¬ 
ers, Snowbound, which carried him to the Gold 
Medal, and Bold Minstrel. In Chapter 10, 
"Analyzing Courses,” he retraces his route 
around the Mexico City jumps and the notes 
he made while walking the course. He has en¬ 
larged a discussion of bridles to include more 
material on standing martingales and draw 
reins. The material formerly headed "Riding 
in FEI Chsses” has been broadened into two 
sections: riding against time, and riding in 
puissance classes. 

Also included is Steinkraus’ suggestions for 
further reading in the field of horsemanship— 
but one should start first with "Riding and 
Jumping.”

Marshall Jenney Guessed The Answer 

Despite his youth, 30-year-old Marshall Jenney is a veteran horseman. 

When a telephone caller asked him this month if he remembered being involved 
in the purchase of Cassie Blue at the Maryland Fail Sales of 1966, Jenney asked: "Why? 
What happened? Did she come up with the winner of a big stake race or something?" 

That was, of course, exactly the case. The mare Jenney had purchased for $1,200 
for Mrs. T. A. Randolph at Timonium in 1966 was at that time carrying in utero Cassie 
Red, winner last month of the $25,000 Hutcheson Stakes in time equaling Al Hattab's 
stakes record for the race. (For article on Cassie Red see page 53.) 

But Mrs. Randolph had the purchase voided because Cassie Blue was discovered 
to be a cribber. Returned to her consignor (Kennersley Stud), Cassie Blue was then 
sold to three New York businessmen—none of whom had ever before owned a 
broodmare. 

The New Yorkers financed the rearing, breaking and training of Cassie Red, 
the foal which Cassie Blue was carrying when purchased. Then, two months ago, 
they lost Cassie Red in a claiming race at Hialeah for $8,000. 

When given the details of this newest Maryland-bred sensation, Mr. Jenney 
owner of the 280-acre Derry Meeting Farm in Cochranville, Pa., said: "I'm sorry 
my part in this Cinderella story is such a small one. Do you think they'll sell the 
mare now?" 

That question was later put to the three New York businessmen. Replied 
one of them (Benjamin Kalkstein): "We've had ten offers for her since Cassie Red 
wen the Hutcheson. The highest was $45,000. But we've decided to keep her." 

Rejected at $1,200 in 1966 and not for sale at $45,000 in 1970. 

That's horse racing. Sometimes.
